GIS CONTACT: Personal contacts between Agent and various members of the 

GIS posing as BfV in Karlsruhe, Karlshorst, Cologne, Frank- 
fijrt, and possibly other locations. 

NOTE : While CIA has been aware of developments in this case since September 

1955, this information has come ftom Erich KUTSCHKE on his ovm volition 
without the knowledge of his GIS superiors. No formal report was 
rendered by the GIS until 29 November 1955. 

SUMMARY: In August 1954 the SfS in East Berlin arrested ^CHWABE, who had been 

a GIS enqployee imtil the spring of 1953, confronted him with his GIS activities 
and offered him the option of working for the SfS or twenty-five years in prison. 
(^CHWABE accepted SfS employment and carried out various missions in West Ger- 
many until January 1955 when he was turned over to the RIS. iSCHWABE's miss- 
ions for both the SfS and the RIS continued \mtil Kky 1955 when he was ins-tructed 
to contact ©HESS, another former eB 5 )loy 0 e of the GIS, ®EBS reported the con- 
) tact to his former superior who alerted the GIS, The BfV also learned of the 
attempted recruitment and arrested SSCHWABE in July 1955. After obtaining an 
agreement ftom €SCHWABE that he would function as a d/a, the BfV released him 
with the understanding that he would report back to them on his next trip into 
West Germany, SSCHWABE rettrrned to West Germany on 3 September 1955 with the 
EEI of reporting on ©KOERNBTG, Chief of GIS Dnst. 161, This EEI convinced the 
BfV that the GIS should have been running the case and consequently tvirned thee 
entire affair over to them, GIS continued the case under BfV cover to mask the 
fact that they were aware of and monitoring what was, in effect, an RIS attempt 
to penetrate the GIS, In November 1955, <§SCHWABE again arrived in West Germany 
and revealed to the GIS the location of two DLD*s, He also turned over to them 
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the contents of one of the DLD*s which was a typewritten message concealed in 
a hearing aid battery. In opening the battery both the message and the battery 
were damaged, and the GIS was forced to hastily retype the message and secvire 
another battery. ^CHWABE failed to show up at a schedtjled meeting with the 
GIS in December 1955, and the only explanations seem to be that the RIS dis- 
covered the concealment device had been tampered with and gave ©SCHWABE a 
going over or else had set up the whole affair as a shcxrt range provocation 
effort, goal xmknown. The last correspondence on the case was received in 
March 1956. 
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vtussr data? Case involved dropped UPSl'fENG.ER arrested and recruited by 

SfS and later the RIS, Agent came to attention of UPSWING when he attempted to 
reciniit another former urSVJINGER.
